Iraq Hails 
Defeat of 
British Bid 
for U.N. 
•Condemnation 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ (AFP) - Iraq 
yesterday hailed the defeat of a 
British plan for U.N. condemna- 
tion of its raid into Kurdistan but 
ihe victory offered little consola- 
tion 10 Iraqis suffering from six 
years of U.N. sanctions. 

"The dirty American is de- 
■ feated. Iraq imposed its rights in 
international bodies," the official 
AI-Qadissiya newspaper said. 
'The United States and Britain 
suffered a crushing political defeat 
^ in the Security Council." 

Iraq had previously been con- 
demned dozens of times for its 
actions since the 1990 invasion of 
Kuwait. 

Britain, whose draft was 
backed by the United States, on 
Friday abandoned efforts to se- 
cure a U.N. condemnation of the 
Iraqi incursion into a Kurdish 
"safe haven" after four days of 
fruitless negotiations. 

Tlie draft resolution from the 
outset faced fierce resistance from 
the three other permanent U.N. 
Security Council members with 
veto power - China. France and 
See Page 13

Yeltsin Sees Kohl 
Before Surgery 


MOSCOW, RUSSIA (AFP) - 
President Boris Yeltsin held talks 
with his “good friend" German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl yester- 
day in what was likely 10 be his 
last meeting with a foreign leader 
before undergoing hean bypass 
surgery. 

Kohl asked after Yeltsin's 
health and how serious the opera- 
tion would be. during 35 minutes 
of face-to-face talks. Itar-Tass 
news agency said. 

Yeltsin, 65. announced Thurs- 
day he had heart disease and 
would be operated on later this 


month, breaking an official veil of 
secrecy over his health. 

The two leaders met at Yelt- 
sin's Zavidovo country residence 
outside Moscow to discuss Rus- 
sia's opposition to expansion of 
NATO, the diplomatic row over 
U.S. air strikes in Iraq and the 
peace process in Chechnya. 

Their meeting, including 
lunch, a walk and a spot of fishing, 
was expected to last about four 
hours, before Kohl reiums to Ger- 
many. Russian news agencies 
sard.

EU Tries 
Closing 
Ranks 
Over U.S. 
Strike 

TRALEE. IRELAND (AFP) - 
European Union foreign ministers 
met here yesterday in a bid 10 
smooth over deep divisions on the 
U.S. Cruise missile strikes in Iraq 
that have again underlined the 
problems the 1 5-nation bloc faces 
as it seeks to forge a common 
foreign policy. 

Britain and Germany strongly 
backed the missile strikes this 
week but France has been sharply 
critical of Washington’s stance. 
Senior sources ruled out again 
yesterday French participation in 
enforcing ^ "no-fly" zone which 
the United Stales wants to extend 
to within 50 kilometers (30 miles > 
of Baghdad. 

Arriving for the talks, British 
Foreign Secretary Malcolm 
Rifkind reiterated London’s belief 
that the U.S. action had been 
right.

Arafat Blames Israeli Policy 
for Slowing Peace Process 


CERNOBBIO, ITALY (AFP) - 
Palestinian President Yasser Ara- 
fat warned here yesterday chat the 
progress of the Middle East peace 
process was being threatened by 
Israel’s rightwing government. 

"The peace process faces real 
danger as a result of the policies 
of the new Israeli government.” 
Arafat told an international eco- 
nomics conference. 

He cited Israeli policy on settle- 
ments, the "adamant position" on 
the issue of holy Jerusalem where 
Israel "forbids Muslims and 
Christians from carrying out their 
religious rites," and "deliberate 
delays" in re-deploying from the 


city of Hebron and in implement- 
ing issues of the transitional stage 
as obstacles to the establishment 
of peace. 

"In addition 10 that, there are 
provoking and aggressive state- 
ments made against us and against 
the Syrian and Lebanese sides," he 
said during a round table at ihe 
annual Cemobbio Conference, or- 
ganized by the Studio Ambrosetti 
Institute.

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Clinton’s Personal Motives 
Damage U.S. Prestige 


W ith the countdown to U.S. November presidential 
elections getting closer, the administration of Presi 
dent Bill Clinton once more failed in its desperate efforts 
to muster international support for its role as the self-ap- 
pointed global policeman. 

Earlier, on August 5, President Clinton signed a bill into 
Law to punish foreign companies if they invest more than 
$40 million in oil and gas industries of Iran and Libya in 
one year. 

Among U.S. allies only Israel supported the move, 
while even its closest friends in the East and the West 
snubbed Washington. The move infuriated many of U.S. 
allies who said Washington's action was an extraterrito- 
rial measure. 

America's allies were surprised and angry when Clin- 
ton personally ordered dozens of missiles fired at Bagh 
dad in order to woo the voters just before the elections. 

Clinton received a negative response again, and the 
international opinion was highly critical wondering how 
the U.S. could expect a favorable response to launching 
deadly missiles at a far away country without any regard 
for the safety of innocent civilians. 

To save face, the U.S. tried to coerce the Security 
Council into providing an international stamp of ap- 
proval for Washington's military adventurism which 
added fuel to the great fires of the human tragedy of the 
people of Iraq. There too the U.S. could not convince most 
members of the Security Council, particularly France. 
Russia and China. 

Facing a definite veto in the Security Council, Secre- 
tary of State Warren Christopher traveled to London, 
Paris and Bonn last week to bolster international support 
for the attack on Iraq. 

The world was not surprised when, on the basis of the 
so-called "special relationship,” Britain supported the 
U.S. missile attack on Baghdad as well as and the exten- 
sion of the no-fly zone in Southern Iraq. 

Britain no longer enjoys the political and economic 
status it once did, so. its support for the U.S., and its other 
inconsistent and irrational behavior are understandable. 

Another country which toed the Washington line was 
Germany. Analysts believe that Germany threw its weight 
behind the U.S. missile attack on Iraq as a move to clean 
its slate on the Iraqi issue. 

It was a German company that supplied chemical 
weapons to the Baghdad regime which Saddam used 
against its own Kurdish community and massacred them 
during the 1980-88 war. Now, acting against the Iraqi 
regime, Bonn tried to ease its own conscience and reduce 
its guilty feelings. But Chancellor Helmut Kohl simply 
ignored the fact that Iraq's civilian population, not the 
Iraqi dictator Saddam, was the issue. Saddam, with all 
the covert blessings of the U.S ., is still very much in power 
and is leading a good life. It is the nation of Iraq which 
has been suffering from internal and external tyranny.

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Kalantari Says Listen

TEHRAN - Minister of Agricul- 
ture Issa Kalantari said here yes- 
terday that Iran had to cater to the 
needs of international buyers in 
order to promote agricultural ex- 
ports, cultivating products thaL 
purchasers demand. 

Kalantari was addressing the 
opening ceremony of a 2-day 
seminar on Iranian agriculture and 
international markets, held at the 
Ministry of Agriculture's head- 
quarters. 

"Unfortunately. we have failed 
to consider this important priority 
in our agricultural exports and 
have thought it sufficient to export 
our surplus only," Kalantari said. 

Iran, while upgrading its pro- 
duce quality, must concentrate on 
the market and customer demand, 
the minister said. The country 
needs enormous amounts of capi- 
tal and a lot of training to increase 
its share in the international mar- 
ket. he added. 

"Otherwise, despire our great 
potential, we cannot gain any siz- 
able portion of the international 
markets." 

Kalantari said the nation must 
economize its agriculture, en- 
hance productivity and make bet- 
ter use of its agricultural 
privileges. 

Another item for debate and 
resolution during the seminar is 
Iran's membership in the World 
Trade Organization (WTO), 
Kalantari said, an issue "which 
should be attended to very 
quickly." 

•Dr. Hossein Azimi, a leading 
economist, spoke of the impact of 
political and economic policies on 
exports of agricultural products. 

"We should specify precisely 
what policies are to be adopted in 





order to make our agriculture 
global, " Azimi said. 

He said the agricultural sector 
needed to make many changes in 
order to boost the economy, better 
utilize resources and improve em- 
ployment. The industrial sector 
should also be cooperating with 
the agricultural sector for better 
achievements, he said. 

Azimi said Iran should not be 
concentrating on the volume of 
exports but, like the majority of 
other nations, should focus on the 
quality of the crop and its method 


of export. 

He pointed out that presently the 
volume of exports is high but the 
value of the produce has remained 
unchanged. 

The seminar, which is attended 
by university professors and agri- 
cultural specialists, will hear lec- 
tures on the foreign trade structure 
of Iran, Iran’s membership in the 
WTO, Iran’s relative privileges in 
. agriculture, policies adopted to 
promote export and Iran’s export 
capacity with an eye to domestic 
consumption. 


Goods Worth $240m 
Exported Last Month 


TABRIZ. EAST AZARBAUAN 
PROVINCE (IRNA) - Various 
non -oil commodities, worth $240 
million, were exported from East 
Azarbaijan Province during last 
month (July 22- August 21), Dep- 
uty Head of Customs Office Mo- 
hammad Reza Sadeq said here 
yesterday. 

Sadeq, who is in this northwest- 
ern provincial capital to inaugu- 


rate a two-week long training 
course for Kazakh officials in 
Jolfa border area, said export of 
ihe commodities in the month 
showed 20 percent rise compared 
to that of the same period over the 
preceding year. 

He noted that hand-woven car- 
pets made up 23 percent and pis- 
lachio 10 percent of the total 


export within the period, adding 
that the ratio of hand-woven car- 
pel export to total amount of ex- 
ports from here last year stood at 
six percent and that of pistachio 24 
percent. 

He added that the Iranian carpets 
had mainly been exported to the 
European countries and also to the 
Central Asian republics and other 
Asian states. 


Officials Discuss Details of $50b 
Credit Line for IMF 


PARIS (AFP) - Around 25 coun- 
tries due to contribute to the New 
Arrangements to Borrow (NAB), 
intended as a safety net for the 
IMF in the event of financial 
emergencies, were seeking here 
Friday to settle still unresolved in- 
stitutional issues. 

The talks brought together the 
1 1 member countries of the Group 
of Ten (G10) and just over a 
dozen new contributors, including 
several European and Asia-Pa- 
cific countries, at the Paris offices 
of the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). 

The talks continued into the 
evening and the group did not an- 
nounce the final outcome. 

Officials said some of tlte new 
partners, including Austria. Spain 
and Australia, had pushed for 
regular meetings of NAB mem- 


bers in parallel to those of the G10 
in order to have an opportunity to 
take part in talks on world eco- 
nomic issues. 

They said the idea ran into op- 
position from several G10 coun- 
tries on the grounds that this 
would add to an ahead)' heavy 
and complex agenda of interna- 
tional economic meetings. 

The creation of a separate 
Group of 25 (G25) or so - the 
total number of new participants 
is still not final - would also im- 
ply decisions on who should chair 
the group and whether it should 
have a separate secretariat or 
share secretarial services with the 
G10. 

The sources said they did not 
believe differences were so seri- 
ous that they might delay finaliza- 
tion of last May 's agreement on 


the NAB during ihe annual meet- 
ings of the IMF and the World 
Bank early next month. 

Under the May agreemenL the 
NAB will make up to $50 billion 
available as a credit line that the 
IMF may draw on in order to 
weather possible crises like the 
one that hit Mexico at the end of 
1994 and early in 1995. 

This implies a doubling of the 
17 billion Special Drawing Rights 
(SDRs) that the G10 countries 
could so tar mobilize under their 
General Arrangements to Borrow 
(GAB), which will co-exist with 
the NAB under the new accord. 

Activating the new credit line, 
at the request of the IMF’s manag- 
ing director, will require a meet- 
ing of all participants in the NAB 
and an SO percent majority vote.

Pars Jonoubi Phase One Underway

phase one of Pars Jonoubi Gas 
Field will be completed within the 
next two months, Seyed Mostafa 
Khoyee. managing director of Oil 
Engineering and Development 
Company (OEDC), has told 
Mash’al, the Ministry of Petro- 
leum's newsletter. 

He said the project is being exe- 
cuted by OEDC in cooperation 
with an Iranian engineering con- 
sultant and John Brown Company 
from England. It is the first giant 
offshore gas project where the ma- 
jority of contractors are Iranian. 

According to Khoyee, upon 
completion of phase one in 1999, 
Pars Jonoubi Gas Field will pro- 
duce lb cu. ft. of gas, 40 thousand 
barrels of liquefied gas and 200 
ions of sulftir a day. 

The capita] needed for the phase 
one is between 5900 to $ 1 ,000 
million, and the government will 
cover half of the cost. 

He said with the successful start 
of phase one, foreign investors 
have shown more confidence and 
eagerness to invest in the future 
phases of the project on a barter 
basis. 

Pars Jonoubi is shared jointly by 
the Islamic Republic and Qatar 
and is the largest independent gas 
field in the world.

Yeltsin’s powers could be 
transferred to Prime Minister Vik- 
tor Chernomyrdin, but only for a 
day or two after Yeltsin’s planned 
heart bypass operation, presiden- 
tial Chief of Staff Anatoly Chubais 
said yesterday. 

Interfax news agency quoted 
Chubais as saying Yeltsin could 
transfer his powers to Cher- 
nomyrdin in line with the Consti- 
tution "for several hours, or a day 
or two" after his operation. 

Itar-Tass quoted Chubais as 
saying Yeltsin’s current state of 
health did not give grounds for 
talk of him transferring his presi- 
dential powers. 

Under the Constitution, Cher- 
nomyrdin would take over power 
if the president died or was inca- 
pable of exercising his powers. 
But there is no law on deciding 
when the president is incapaci- 
tated. or who declares this. 

Alexander Lebed, Russia’s na- • 
tional security adviser, has ac- 
knowledged that the Kremlin 
battle is on to Find a successor to 
ailing President Boris Yeltsin, ac- 
cording to an interview made pub- 
lic here yesterday. 

Interviewed by the German 
news magazine Der Spiegel about 
the struggle to succeed Yeltsin, 
Lebed said: "Your prognosis on 
the Kremlin could be entirely cor- 
rect." 

He added, however: "It is 
against our customs to speak of an 
-eider -man as- iFire is no- l ong er — 
there." 

Lebed on Friday warned Yelt- 
sin to name an interim president 
without delay and suggested Cher- 
nomyrdin should fill the breach.

Russia wanted the draft to criti- 
cize "the use of force' in Iraq 


which would also refer to retali- 
atory missile strikes by Washing- 
ton after Iraqi forces and their 
Kurdish allies seized the northern 
city of Arbil on August 31. 

But the Americans refused to 
budge, insisting the resolution 
should only refer to Iraq's forces 
to ensure they keep out of the 
northern safe haven of Iraqi Kurd- 
istan in future. 

Al-Qadissiya said "we tri- 
umphed thanks to the rightness of 
our decision” to support the Kurd- 
istan Democratic Party against the 
rival Patriotic Union of Kurdistan, 
which Baghdad accused of being 
backed by Iran. 

U .S. President Bill Clinton was 
"defeated" after receiving the sup- 
port of a "weak minority" within 
the Security Council, it said. 

Babel newspaper, run by Sad- 
dam Hussein's eldest son Uday, 
also hailed as a victory Baghdad’s 
decision to no longer recognize 
the no-fly zones imposed by the 
Western allies over Southern and 
Northern Iraq. 

The United States and Britain 
on Wednesday extended the south- 
ern zone northward from the 32nd 
parallel to the 33rd parallel to pun- 
ish Saddam for his attack on the 
north. 

U.S. warplanes fired at a mo- 
bile missile launcher and turned 
back a pair of MiGs on Wednes- 
day in the only Iraqi challenges to 
the expansion of a no-fly zone 
almost up to Baghdad’s southern 
suburbs, according to U.S. offi- 
cials.

INDIA (AFP) - 
Indian External Affahs Minister 
Inder Kumar Gujral asserted yes- 
terday that the country will pro- 
duce a nuclear weapon "as and 
when it suits us. 

"We will make the weapons as 
and when it suits us. We are not 
going to let others decide for us," 
the minister said in n television 
interview which is to be aired to- 
day.

"I cannot bind- my hands and 
also endanger the prosperity of the 
coming generation by not deciding 
or responding to a matter of secu- 
rity as and when it arises," he was 
quoted as saying. 

India last month vetoed a draft 
of the Comprehensive Test Ban 
Treaty (CTBT) at the Disarma- 
ment Conference in Geneva, say- 
ing nuclear powers should first set 
a deadline to do away their stock- 
piles.

France Launches 
Maastricht Offensive 



JUPPE 

PARIS (AFP) - France launched a 
hard-hitting public relations cam- 
paign on Friday to convince scep- 
tical markets and French voters 
that they will be on the road to a 
single currency , prosperity and tax 
cuts from next year 

The twin pillars of the offen- 
sive were tax reforms and a new 
five-year plan to cut state spend- 
ing. 

Finance Minister Jean Arthuis 
insisted that the economy would 
grow as planned by 1.3 percent 
this year and that deficit targets 
would be met 

Tbc budget for next year was 
based "prudently" on growth of 
2.3 percent. 

Arthuis made the statements at 
a press conference' following the 
announcement of tax cuts fay 
Prime Minister Alain Juppe laie 
on Thursday. 

The cuts arc intended to resus- 
citate the economy and show the 
electorate Uiat restrictive policies 
to prepare for a single currency 
wiD bear fruit from next year, lit 
months before legislative elec- 
tions. 


Persian Gulf Economies Set 
to Perform Better in 1996 


.ABU DHABI (AFP) - The econo- 
mies of six Persian Gulf Arab oil 
producers arc set lo perform better 
in 1996 due lo a surge in crude 
prices and higher expenditure by 
some members, bankers said Fri- 
day. 

The oil sector in the Persian 
Gulf Cooperation Council 
(PGCO. which controls around 
+5 percent of the global crude re- 
serves. is projected to grow by at 
least eight percent in 1996 while 
other sectors arc poised for expan- 
sion. 

"The PGCC economies have 
already overshoL growth rates this 
year compared with the same pe- 
riod of last icac" an Aba- Dhabi- 
based banker said. 

This is because the oil sector 
has si imply grown as crude prices 
lun e largely improved and some 
governments were tempted to 
spend more. Expectations are tliat 
there will be higher growth rates 
during 1996." 


During the fust eight months 
of 1996. the basket of OPEC's 
seven crudes averaged around 
SIS. 5. ncarh two dollars higher 
than in 1995. 

Prices are expected to stay 
above SIX until the end of 1996 as 
Iraq is unlikely to resume crude 
exports in the near future follow- 
ing its offensive against Kurds 
and retaliatory U.S. missile at- 
tacks. 

Prices have remained firm this 
year mainly because of strong de- 
mand caused by a sharp decline in 
tie crude inventories in industrial 
countries. 

Oil exports provide more than 
two-thirds of the PGCC's total in- 
come nnd around 35 percent of 
gross domestic product (GDP). 
This made the economies of the 
1 5-i car-old alliance highly vul- 
nerable to price fluctuations. 

When prices increased by 
around 5U to 516.8 in 1995. the 
PGCC's GDP trow bv nearly 


tluec pc rca u to S207.6 billion 
over 1994 Tie GDP of mast of 
them declined in 1994 because of 
low cr crude prices. 

"In no minal terms. I expect the 
PGCC's GDP to grow by more 
than the percent this year. Some 
members could even record 
higher growth rates because of a 
projected surge in their private 
sector" a Riyadh-based banker 
said. 

Saudi Arabia, the world's big- 
gest oil producer and exporter, has 
estimated its economy would 
grow by nearly six percent this 
year compared with 4.3 percent in 
1995 and a negative growth rate 
in 1994. 

Oman, which is carrying out 
the most sweeping economic re- 
forms in the political, defense and 
economic alliance, is projected to 
achieve growth of between seven 
and nine percent according to 
Omani officials.

The public deficit would be cut 
to 288 billion francs, or four per- 
cent of gross domestic product in 
1996. he assured.

"Since Z-Trim is made from ...

Study- 
ing th em though, may reveal what 
the ancestor of all existing life was 
like. And this sum mer, in a labora- 
tory in Man/ land, the generic 
make-up of one has, for the first 
time, been entirely unraveled. 

The laboratory Thai did il is the 
Institute for Genomic Research- in 
Rockville, which is presided over 
by Craig Venter. 1 year. Dr. 
Venter perfected a technique 
known as “shotgun sequencing" 
that enormously speeds up the 
process of analyzing an organ ism's 
DMA . The meihod works by shred- 
ding a number of copies of a chro- 
mosome (m essence, a single 
molecule of DNA that carries 
many genes) by forcing them 
through a tiny hole. Each of the 
resulting pieces is a string of a few 
hundred of the genetic "letters" in 
which the plans of the organism's 
proteins are encoded. Pieces of 
DNA this short can be read by ma- 
chinery that works out the order of 
the letters. 

To find out what the original 
message said, the pieces then have 
to be reassembled. This is done 
u ilh computers. Since the various 
copies of the chromosome are bro- 
ken up at random, the pieces from 
different copies will overlap. With 
enough pieces, enough computing 
power, and suitable software, the 
overlaps can be matched and the 
sequence of the whole chromo- 
some recreated. Recently. Dr. Ven- 
ter and his colleagues applied this 
approach to a thermophile called 
-Meihanococcus jaimaschiL To do 
it. they had to stitch some 37,000 
DNA fragments back together. 
This week the results of their la- 
bors have been published in Sci- 
ence. 

In one sense, this is becoming 
routine. Meihanococcus is the 
third living organism to have its 
genome (all of its DNA; fully se- 
quenced, and numerous viruses 
have been decoded as weH But the 
new analysis sttD marks a first of 
some significance. 

Like Caesar's Gaul, life is d>-. 
vided into three parts. The most 
familiar is the eukaryotes, a group 
that includes animals, plants and 
fungi, as well as a lot of single- 
celled creatures and some oddities 
called slime molds. Then there are 
the bacteria— also familiar, ai least 
in their disease-causing guises. Eu- 
karyotes and bacteria have many 
differences, but the b igg est is that 
eukaryotes have multiple chromo- 
somes wrapped up in a nucleus. In 
a bacterium, the chromosome is a 
single circular molecule tariff on 
to the organism's cefl wall. 

The third group of living things 
is the archea. Recognized only ] 9 
years ago, archea were originally 
mistaken for bacteria. Buz their 
biochemistry is noticeably unbao- 
teriaL and h is clear that the two 
groups went their separate evolu- 
tionary ways many hundreds of 
millions of years ago. Using Dr. 
Venter '5 technique, two bacteria 
have yielded full genetic se- 
quences to the biologists' data- 
bases: older techniques will soon 
do the same for a species of yeast 
— a eukaryote. And Methanococ- 
‘ cus is the first archeon to hav its 
genome sequenced. 

The institute's researchers have 
identified 1.73S genes m Meihano- 
coccus (by comparison, humans 
are reckoned to have 75.000). They 
have, however, been able to guess 
at die functions of onlv 38 0/ o of

The Afaik of thg analysis have 
helped confirm a long-held suspi- 
cion — that archea are less doseJy 
related to bacteria (which they su- 
perficially' resemble) than to the 
eukaryotes. The archean genes that 
control the transcription swH trans- 
lation of DNA into protein, for ex- 
ample. are more like those in 
eukaryotes than in bacteria. The 
ancestor of the eukaryotes, then 
probably resembled an airbeon. 

.As the mirror of such an ances- 
tor, Meihanococcus is curious in 
several ways. Most living organ- 
isms rely - either directly or indi- 
rectly — on sunlight for their 
energy. Meihanococcus . ; by con- 
trast gets its energy by reacting 
hydrogen and carbon dioxide to- 
gether to form methane and water. 
Hie hoi springs that il frequents 
(and from which the hydrogen and 
the carbon dioxide spew) are not 
ones that might feed some fashion- 
able spa. They are “white smok- 
ers". gushers of superheated water 
found at the bottom of the ocean 

So Meihanococcus likes it hot 


Iis preferred te m pera t ure is 85 °C; 
it can tolerate as much as 94 : C. 
Such tastes might be thought freak- 
ish but, for archea. they are not. 

Many archea are thennophiles. 
So air some bacteria. And a num- 
ber of biologists think this is not an 
accident. They believe that the 
thermophilic archea and die ther- 
mophilic bacteria may have had a 
heat-loving common ancestor. If 
true, this, plus foe evidence foal 
eukaryotes are probably descend- 
ed from something like a modem 
archeon, would mean foal foe com- 
mon ancestor of all modem living 
creatures was a thermophile. 

Working out how groups of op 
ga n i sm s may have branched off foe 
tree oflife is tricky. The usual tech- 
nique is to look at a molecule 
called 16srRNA is in two species, 
foe more closely they are related. 
So far, data gathered this way sup- 
port foe idea of a thermophilic 
common ancestor. 

Similar comparisons can also 
be made using protein molecules. 
But because few proteins are ubiq- 
uitous. it is often hard to assess 
bow everything is related to every- 
thing else. But a few months ago. 
Russell Doolittle and bis team at 
the University of California, San 
Diego, collated data from 57 pro- 
teins in a wide range of oiganisms. 
Their result broadly confirmed the 
relationships suggested by 
-IferRNA data. 

The mos obvious explanation 
for why all life on earth might be 
descended from thennophiles is 
that the first Jiving creatures were 
thermophilic. The early earth, after 
aJL was quite a volcanic place, and 
foe chemicals vomited from hot 
springs offer lots of possible ways 
in which creatures that do not use 
photosynthesis (foe process that 
some bacteria and all plants use to 
generate energy from sunlight)

common ancestor a long way back 
indeed. 

Dr. Doolittle thinks otherwise. 
Averaged over millions of yearn, 
proteins seem to change their com- 
position at a reasonably constant 
rate. The differences between foe 
proteins of two species, therefore, 
should give a good indication of 
bow for back in time their Iasi com- 
mon ancestor existed. Dr. Doolit- 
tle's work suggests that the 
common ancestor of all modern 
life was alive a mere two bill ion 
years ago. 

If this is correct- there is some 
explaining to do. Two billion \ eats 
ago life had already existed on 
earth for a long lime. At that stage 
in history the fossil evidence 
shows that there was a diverse eco- 
system around, albeit one com- 
posed of pretty smaH organisms.

Call for Private Museums Sparks 
Healed Debate in Land of Pharaohs 


Next Stronghold 
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CAIRO (AFP) - A proposal by 
businessmen to set up private mu- 
seums has Daggered a heated de- 
bate m Egypt, with critics fearing a ' 
privatization of the Pbsaofas' 
treasures. They warn it could lead 
to selling off the sphinx, the pyra- 
mids and even the Nile to the high- 
est Bidder. 

"Antiquities belong to the na- 
tion and should remain under the 
control of the state, which alone 
can guarantee their protection," the 
Secretary General of the Supreme 
Council of Antiquities, Abdel 
Halim Nur el-din. told AFP. 

Nur el-dm brushed off any sug- 
gestion to privatize antiquities, ac-

"We are suggesting that the 
government hands us the conces- 
sion for antiquities in the museums 
which we will sec op.

The authorities 
don't have the necessary means to 
set up modem museums and this is 
where vie could step in." said Amr 
Hussein Zaki. 

Zaki. who spearheads plans to 
privatize Egypt's heritage, owns a 


in dollars unlike state-run muse- 
ums. where entrance fees are in 
Egyptian pounds. The promotion 
of tourism demands that we go af- 
ter tourists." he said. 

"So what harm is there if Ram- 
ses II is brought to the Red Sea? At 
least he won't have to suffer from 
pollution," Zaki said, in reference 
to a statue of one of ancient 
Egypt's best-known Pharaohs. 

For Nee mat Ahmad Fuad, 
author and professor at Cairo Uni- 
versity, businessmen should build 
museums and donate them to the 
state "if they are really motivated 
by national feelings." 

Known for her battles to protect 
Egypt's national heritage, she has 
won a legal battle to cancel an ex- 
hibition of Egyptian antiquities in 
Japan and the United States on the 
grounds of a lack of security. 

"I am convinced that if the 
sphinx and the pyramids were not 
so huge, they would have been on 
sale in American supermarkets, 
gift-wrapped and alL” Fuad said. 

She slammed the government, 
accusing it of squandering its in- 
come from archaeological sites. 
The least they could do is protect 


our history and give us some 
pride." Fuad said. 

According to official statistics. 

39.000 pieces of antiquities span- 
ning several periods, inc l u din g 

4.000 monumental pieces, are kept 
in public basements or warehouses 
because of a lack of exhibition 
halls. 

Egypt boasts 28 museums, all 
state-owned, which bouse antiq- 
uities that trace its history to nearly 
4.000 vears B.C.

Chechens marked the fifth anni- 
versary of their fateful bid for. in- 
dependence on Friday and 
mounted its terrible cost, while 
hoping that peace had finally 
come. 

The rebel President, Zelimkhan 
Yandarbivev. addressed about 
5.000 people gathered in the cen- 
tral square of fee capital Grozny, 
surrounded by acres of rubble and 
the skeletons of apartment build- 
ings. saying "thanks to God we 
have managed to get peace.’

1 only Shrine ar the foot of Ausan- 
gaxe. 16.400 feet (5.000 meters) 
above sea-level. 

“Thirty' thousand dollars for 
one sot. S30.0QG for one sol,” she 
repeated, offering mock U.S. 
money for the price of one Peru- 
vian sol (41 cents). 

Believers then used the money 
to “buy” stones on the mountain 
representing the houses, cars, 
credit cards and other consumer 
goods they aspire to. 

The God (or “Apu” in the 
Quechuan language spoken by 
Peru’s Inca and other Andean peo- 
ples I of the Ausangate mo untain 
was worshipped in Peru long be- 
fore the 1 6th century Spanish con- 
quest and the subsequent arrival of 
Christianity.
